7 o ’clock before 
comp leting 
work. 
In the larger cities banking insti­ 
tutions close at 3 o'clock and in some 
instances at 2 o ’clock, and this 
has 
been the established rule

years. 
The smaller cities in adop ting the

Paced by demands from the condu ctors, engineers, firemen and brakemen that 
wou ld impose on the cou ntry an additional bu rden in transportation costs of $100,000,000 
;a y ear, the railroads propose that this wage problem be settled by reference to an 
impartial Federal tribu nal. 


With these employ es, whose efficient serv ice is acknowledged, the railroads hav e no 
differences that cou ld not be considered fairly and decided ju stly by su ch a pu blic body . 


Railroads Urge Public Inquiry and Arbitration 


I he formal proposal of the railroads to the employ es for the settlement of the 
controv ersy is as follows:
